More- 
over that we are obliged to perform all the 
Duties of Virtue, is plain, from that Law of 
Rea(bn, which God has implanted in \x% : for 
that Intelleft, or Right Reafon, which is in 
us, is a fuperior thing ; and all other Facul* 
ties are, by Natural Right, fubjei^'ed to its O 
bedience. But the Law of Virtue, and of 
Right Reafon, is aftogether the fame. For 
Virtue ieeks nothing m every Adion, but 
what is iimply the beft, and that which to 
Right Reafon is moft conibnant. And fince 
this Law; of Virtue, and Right Reafon, is not 
anv|M>irdve or arbitrary Thing, but of a Na- 

tiijireternal and immutable; wo cannot there^ 

fore 
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fore doubc^ but we are bound to obey its Pre* 
cepts and Direftions by ap ei^cernal and indillp' 
luble Obligations 

ill .. Fur THERMORBall M^. are boundi by 
clie.comiiK>n Law of Nature, tddo wltat ap- 
pertains unto them; I mean* tbbft ^htngs 
which are confonant to their own Natures. 
So that Kien ihould li ve hke Meii, arid not as 
Bruees^; bpt cerutnly if Life wants the Fruit 
of Virtue and of Right Reafoni ^cis not man- 
ly but meeriy brutal. 

Whatever is inus^ bencadi Virtoeatiid Right 
Reafbn/ muft not (as FUtinta fays ) be repu- 
ted to be of us, but rather as a certain ^fmd 
Additim^ favouring of the Lion or the Bear, 
which is to be fubduM, and made ob(cq[uious 
ro the true Nature of Man, For we only arc 
that thing, which is moSk oninent in U6| and 
by which alone we excel other Creatures 
t. lo.ff.^. So Andrenicits Rbodim declares, Exmtj? Man 
to be thaty which is hefi and prmifatin bim; 
and that be who Uvd according thereunto , u 
rightly fatd^ to live unto himfelf^ and to enjoy mofi 
bit oum Lift and Being. But he noted a Iitrle 
before^ how abfurd a thtng it woqM appear, 
for any one to rejeca* l^is own Life,- to chufe 
that of another. This he calls A ml J mnd 
horrid Choice \ and thinks them ijuiltyof ir, 
whopreierConcopiicence unco Virtue: ftrce 
. they exchange thereby the humaii ftate^ for 
riiat which is low and irrational.

V. Lastly^ AlthoweftiouldnotfeemtyU 
by DatVj to chafe that which was beft for our 
felves ( becaule no Injury, as they (ay, can be 
done to a Willing Man > Yet feeing we are 
not born by Chance, but m&de dnd d-ea^ 
ted by God above, doubtle(s we are his own 
hy Right of Creation. And, he having an 
iinlimited Jnriididion over as, we are bound 
to do all thofe Things^ which by his Divine 
Laws, hehasrejquiredqfus. 

And lurely his Divine Law is no other, than 
Eternal and Immutable Reafon ; which being 
Right is evermore one and the i^mQ^ even as 
the Figure of a Triangle or Cirde, thatchang- 
eth neveK This is what the Almighty has put 
Into us. And, in the Words of Hier&cles^ 
'Tar t0 frefUt ovtr the SpuI^ us it Wire s Dth 
fMJUc G#^. 'Tis the Judge and Oracle wc 
are to confuk in all our Anions. For as 
tiothing isr diftated from thence, but xht 
^ itieer Tranicripts of the Divine Will ; So the 
Top of all is this, that we (hake off whatever 
is vicious, and apply our (elves wholly to that 
which fs Virtuous and Good.

'Tis to the like £fiea;> what the fame 
Ukrodes does ( in hi$ Comment on the GpUm 
yerfts of P/iA^g^ijy ^ declare : Naraclyi 7i&«f 
X?0^^ kikig. no$ only the Legifia$CT who m^ies 
tbi Lsw, Imf the Judge' filf^ wboft pan it is 
t9 exfmnd snd 6sve it ExeoHtd; does not m$lj 
maS wbst i Ggod, but Jmows bm to [eradi- 
cate all tbat u Evil.
